On this same trip shocks of corn fodder 
were seen left upon the ground Just as 
when the com wiM shacked, which must 
now be unfit for anything except to en- 
rich some worn spot, but these worn 
spots are not thought of, for at one place 
were immense stacks of straw, now al- 
most rotten, standing beside a creek 
which carried ofT all the enriching quail; 
ties it contained, as wdl as all the 
strength et the manure which aobamtt* 
latod around them. Nitor those stackaiiC 
straw a number of cattle were being fed 
fodder along ae^eek into which all the 
fertilizing qualities went. Yet in plain- 
sight of this loss of fertilisers there were 
worn places that, from their bald and 
barren look, were crying out for this 
renewing elements, which the thought- 
less owner did not value. Still the far- 
mer complains of hard times and small 
crops. 

In Kentucky and the other Southern 
States the care of tools and value of fer- 
tilisers are sadly neglected. Were the 
farmers to give the same attention to 
these things that they do to the Sub- 
Treasury, Free Silver and other political 
questions, tliey would soon be able to 
liquidate their indebtedness, and not 
have that woe-begone look which marks 
so many agriculturists. 

The farmer's life should be what the 
industrioiu, intelligent, reading farmers 
make it — the freest and happiest on 
earth; but the Industrial .American is 
willing to guarantoe that the farmer is in 
debt to his eyes who loaves his tools in 
the fields all winter, neglects to care for 
the crops he has raised, and allows all 
the fertilisers hie place produces to go to. 
waste; and for his condition he has none 
bnt himself to blame, and is not worthy 
of the sympathy of his fellowmeo, or the 
attention of the UtWMndcers upon whom 
tliis class ir« always calling for help by 
Uie passage of some unstable law, instead 
of helping himself by using thoie 
methods of frugality and economy in the 
care of the farm that enable men to 
sMi'ciH^l in other avocations. 

The first great lesson to be learned is 
to take care of what he has, and not give 
so much thought to that which he has 
not, nor c^ui ever have until this is 
learned. - Industrial American, of Lex-

law. The proceeds, to the extent of tOOO 
per milo, shall be diverted to construction 
of gravel or turnpikes in the counties of 
Hickman, Carliale, Fulton, Ballard. Cal- 
loway, Oravea and Marshall, provided 
aaid counties shall supplement tliia with 
an additional $()00 per mile. 

Senator Breckinrii^ introduced a bill

The Frankfort correspondent of the 
Commercial Oacette aaya: "The Bevisory 
Oommiarion took a hfait from the reaolu- 
tions of Mr. Hart, relative to .\u(litor'8 
agenta, and offered amendments Satur- 
day to their chapter to provide that in 
collection of delinquent liquor liccnHC u 
penalty of 20 per cent, ahall be be iin- 
p oayd on the delinquent tax-payer, which 
amount lahall be given to the Auditor's 
agent aa com miaaion. Formerly the 20 per 
cent, waa allowed the Auditor's agent for 
coUectiona, and thia percentage de 
ducted from the aun collected. Of course, 
under this system, it was in the intereot 
of the Auditor'a agent, and might be 
made theintereat of the delinquent tax- 
payer to make liquor licen8e«4 delimgiiont, 
and it ia not difflcult to see the reaaon 
trtiy. Bot when the oommisaion of the 
Auditor's agent is made up from a i>en- 
alty enforced on the tax-payer, it is more 
than probable that delinquent taxes of 
this nature will be unheard of. The 
amendmenta were the result of the Hart 
bill, and to Mr. Hart betonga the credit 
of ita introduction."

Sir ProTO 'William Parry Wallls was 
popularly known ah the "father of tho 
British navy." Hia career hash, jn an un- 
•oiumonly brilliant one. He was a Can- 
adian by birth, Ix'inK born at Halifax in 
1791. He b«Kan hin naval experience in 
1804, when he was appoint^-d niidsbipnian 
on the Cleopatra, and had his flrHt taaUs of 
action tAx months Iat<ir, when the Cleo- 
patra succumbed to the superior power o* 
the French fri^aio Vill« de Mllnn. The 
Cleopatra was rcKcucd /iftor liaiiliii^down 
the liritish fiaK, and the Kictu h friL^ ite 
kecame the prize of the I/CiricliT, a lifty- 
«hlp, wi iiOHt n shot boiiiK fired. 

WalliH was mtulv a liuutviioiit in 1808, 
when he was but seventeen years old, and 
look part in the cnpturo of Gaudeloiipe. 
Four years Iut<;r he y/as appointed to the 
frlKiite Shannon, under CapUiiii Hiok 
and was the only survivor of I tu- ftrvni 
■aval duel which took place oiT Himt^iii 
harbor on the 1st of June, ISl.'t, bctwe ■' 
that vfs.st'I and t he American frij^iiteC'hesH- 
peake. TliiH encountor wa« one of the m' • t 
famous sea flfjhtsthe world t:ver witiiesse'', 
and tbotiKh betwi-en single sliips, ninl.s 
Hccond only to Trafalgar in British uuval 
annals. 

Wallis was second lieutenant on this 
•waaion, and his captain, Broke, having 
been terribly wounded, and the first lieu- 
tenant killed, the coniuiun<l devolved <•-> 
kim. The tight lasted about fifteen min 
vtes, during which about one hundred 
men on both sides and all the principal

In tho last three month.s thirty Dom 
ocratic clubs have Ix-en organized, om 
in each ward of tlie city. The membei 
ship of tlie individual clulw ranges froii 
fifty to 850 men an<l aggregate enroll 
nient is 6.000. possibly more. As th 
election for governor will take plac-e 
April the forming of these clubs attnw:: 
ed but littib attention. As the clul 
wen* formed hnd the membership gn", 
there waa a ."ingular commercial mov 
nient. At no time, since Ban Butler .v 
anmed municipal ooalrol, has thei 
been such a pte^Iy demand for firearm 
as daring tue last few months.

Then it was learned that the aev 
ward clubs were causing the nnprp 
cedented demand for weapons. Tnei 
meetings were saorat. and were doTotei 
to insfanotiag the mambers in th^ 
manual of arms. The members of thes 
clubs are associated for business. WIi' i 
it appears to them that the lottery ha 
Buch a iirni grin on the institutions of 
the state that the ordinary political an( 
legislative methods cch not loosen ii 
bold, they will begin the transaction o) 
the business for which they were or 
ganized. This will be the taking cot. 
trol of tbe state government by force. 

The anti-luttery faction is not alone ii 
preparing for bloodshed. The friend 
of tne vtist gambling corporation wii 
also have an army at its call, bu 
these forces will not have the discipliix 
nor tlie stamina which may be looketi 
for among the antis. When tho lottery 
men began to arrange for the purchaR( 
of arms they found that hardly a Wii 
Chester or revolver was to be hod ii 
town. Realizing that the antis hnd al 
ready made preparations for the expeci 
ed conflict. Uiey hastily subsoribed : 
considerable sum which was foTWardet 
to a New England gun factory, an^ 
shortly after vard something lika a sbii- 
load of .rifles was stored in a warehou. ' 
on the levee here. 

There is an old atatote whioh forbid' 
tbe storing of arms in Loniaiana, excop 
saoh.as are kept on sale in stores or Ih 
long to military organisationa. Th 
.govamor will prassntly confiscate ther 
waiahooaed gana, and in tba eventt. 
an armed confliot the bodies of the lo^ 
tery men will be perforated with boUav. 
WBaOh their own money paid far.
